Wasuincton, Sept. 21.— Tho conference 
between the representatives of the Canadiau 
ateamship lines and railroad oompaniea and 
Secretary CL^riisle and Superintendent 
Stump, reprcaenting tho Govornmont of tho 
United States, aa to tho inapection of im- 
migrants coming into thu Uuited States 
from Canada, held at tho Treuaury depart- 
ment this afternoon, reaulted in an agree- 
ment being signed. In ila main features 
tho now compact follows, with only some 
aliglit uliunges, tho tri-party draft .•arrange- 
ment whicli tho Dominion authorities re- 
fused to ratify. It provides : 

lai;. That all immigrants destined for the 
United States ahall be landed at the ports 
of Halifax, Quobeo, Point Levis, Vancouver 
and Victoria, or suob other ports as may be 
authorized by the Canadian Qoverniiient 
and advised to the party, of the second p^rt 
(tlio Uuited States). 

•Jq(1. That oil tho facilities in the way of 
couvtnient access to iinniig.'-Bnts, and tlie 
keeping uf iuimigrautB apart from tho pub- 
lic until after inspection, shall be afToided 
to tho ImmiRration Inspectora of the Uuited 
States, at tiie ports of landing, to enable 
them to make such inapeotlou aa ia required 
by tho lows of the United States. 

."ird. Tliat the United Statea odicera will 
inspect all immigrants destined for tho Uui- 
ted States, at thj port of landing, as speed- 
ily aa poasible, and will furnish a certilicato 
of passport, containing a personal descrip- 
tion of said immigrant sullicient to identity 
him, signed by the ollicer of the United 
Statea upon thu Canadian frontier, which 
will entitle aaid immigrant to enter the 
United Stales without further examination 
or hindrance. 

•Ith. That tho steamahip companies ahall 
aupply tho United Statea inapectora at porta 
of landing, prior to tho disembarkation of 
imuiigrunts, a liat nf all immigrauta, whether 
infant or adult, destined for the United 
Statea containing the following information: 
full name, ai;o, ae.^c, married or ainglo, occu- 
pation ; whether able to road or write, last 
place of rpBidenco and embarkation and des- 
tination ; whether he has a through ticket 
or money to secure ono ; who paid hia paa- 
sago ; whether or not going to join relati voa, 
and where he expects to find employment. 

5th. That tho railway and transporta- 
tion companies will not, nor will cither of 
them, aoll to any immigrant en mule to any 
part of tho United Statea a ticket for hia 
transportation, or transport him in cars or 
veaaela frpm the port of landing until he 
bus exhibited his certifioalo aa herein pro- 
vided, and said milway and tranaportation 
compmies will not knowingly transport any 
rejected or undosirablo immigrant, or one 
H-ho ia by low prohibited from entering the 
United States, into its territory. 

Gth, That for the purpose of defraying 
the expense to the Upiced Statea govern- 
ment incident to said iaspeotion, and for 
the care of snch immigrants as nay fall into 
distress or beoomb . a. public charge in the 
United States, there shall be paid to an in- 
spection oiBee at the port of landing, to bo 
designated by the United States superin- 
tendent of immigration, the sum nf fifty 
cents for each immigrant admitted into tho 
United States, to bo paid by tho transpor- 
tation companiea through tho steamahip 
company landing such immigrants, and this 
fee of fifty eenia per capita ahall bo tho 
only charge which ahall ho made for tho 
admis.iinn of auch immigrants to the United 
Statea. Tliia proviaion to go into efifeot ,'iO 
days after tho approval and ratification of 
thirt agreement. 

7th. That the word "immigrant," when 
used in this ayrcenunt, shall ho underatood 
aa meaning all persona who intend to re- 
main in tho Uuited Statea, who aro not al- 
ready citiz 'US of the United States. 

Stli. That all parties to this agreement 
ahall, in good faith, perforin all tho obliga- 
lioua assumed by each, aa far as tho aamo 
can bo done without tho violation of the 
positive rights of tho othora over whom they 
havo no control, ond the lawa of the Domin- 
ion of Canada and the United Sttttoa. It is 
to go into eiroot immediately. 

Thia agreement ia signed on bthalf of the 
diirerent ateaniBhip companiea ; by 
Herman Stump, United Statea Com- 
missioner of Immigration, and approved 
l)y Secretary Carlisle, and it ia to bo put 
into ellect with tho tacit consent of tho 
Caoiidian authoritica. The statement was 
made by authority of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, though no representative of that 
Government was present, that the Dominion 
authorities would place no obstruolion in 
the way of cirryinf; out the agreement, but 
could not give their formal assent in writing. 
Tho conferonoo lasted an hour and was 
harmonious throughout. Secretary Carlisle 
waa especially emphatic in his declaration' 
that the United States would protect her- 
self from undesirable immigrants.

London; Sept. 21.— Slr 'Alexknder Gait's 
death is generally noticed by the preaa to- 
day. Tho Timea doacribes him as a dia- 
linguiiilied member of a family which for 7;") 
years lias played an important, part in the 
making of Canadian history. 

Tlio Clironicle, referring to tho various 
positions he held, says that he always made 
hh mark aa a broad-minded and cultured 
atatesman.

THE CHOLERA. 

Spain Declares Quarantine Against Certain 
Ports— Hamburg's Water Supply 
Was Contaminated. 

MAnnti), Sept. '21.— Tho Spanish govern- 
ment, has declared quarantine against the 
porta of Hamburg, Germany, and Hull, 
Euglaud, in oonaequenca of cholera, and haa 
olso declared Jersey City, N.J., infected. 
All vessels which left that city aubaequent 
to August 31, for Spanish porta will be 
quorantined, and owing to tho oxiatenco ot 
yellow fever at Tampa, Fla., all vessels that 
hiive left that port since August will be qnat- 
autined. 

HAMBURa, Sept. 21. — At a meeting of 
the municipal council yesterday a long and 
eroitod diacuaaion arose concerning the 
water aupply of tho city having been con- 
taminated, it having been charged that the 
drinking water furnished the inhabitants 
had been polluted with cholera infection by 
a break in tho pipes that allowed water 
from tho river Elbe to mix with tho pure 
water. Herr Meyer, chief eoginoor of tho 
city, admitted that such had been the case, 
hut ho declared that the reservoir filter. waa 
now perfectly free from infloiv from the 
Elbe. . ■ ,'.» -■ : ■

James 
Collins, at work near Bath, noticed tho 
belta slipping off; ho sprang to adjust it, 
when ho slipped and his leg was drawn into 
tho cylinder. Amputation waa resorted to, 
but death followed. Yesterday Patrick 
MoEwen, at work near Erinsville, was simi- 
larly oraght, and will likely die.

QumiEC, Sept. 21. — A fierco firo ia raging 
at Sillery, where it broke out in ono of the 
aniall stores. Tho firo apread ao threaten- 
ingly that help waa telephoned for from thia 
city, Many buildings have been torn down 
to prevent the spread of the flames. A 
strong wind is blowing.

OiTAWA, Sept. 21.— Under linstrnotions 
from Hon. Maokenzte Bowell, Minister of 

Trade ond Commerce, Commissioner of 
Customs Parmalee has written to Mr. Hud- 
dart of tho CDnadian-Auatralian Steamship 
lino, culling attention to the fact that con- 
trary to contract the steamer Wartimoo, on 
her last trip inwards, did not land all the 
freight at Victoria destined for that port.

appointed Lieut, .Governor of Manitoba. The 
matter will bo deiinitely decided in a day 
or two, Tho Ol;tawa Free Press, Grit, aaya 
iho appointment will give general aatiafac- 
tion. 

According to advices received, tho de- 
partment of agriculture at the World's Fair 
will likely bo Uopfe open until November .'iO. 
Many of tho foreign commisaioners have 
cousented to tranafer the exhibits in their 
charge to tho Midwinter International ex- 
hibition held in San Francisco, hut Canada 
will not officially participate in this exhibi- 
tion. 

A C. Bateman, of tho cimnicrcial depart- 
ment of tho Imperial Bojrd of Trade, spent 
the day bore invoatigating the census and 
atatistical methods. The Uritiah Govern- 
ment haa instituted inquiries aa to the best

LoNDo.N. .Sept. 21. — The regular weekly 
meeting was held to-day of the directora of 
tho Bjknk of I']nglaiid, The rate of diacouut 
waa reduced from -1 to 'Ah per cent.

GArHERINGS AT CHICAGO. 

TVorld's Parliament of Beliglous— United Ty- 
pottaetoe of America. 

CuioAoo, Sept. 21. — Visitors from foreign 
pirts provided a goodly portion of to-day's 
programme at the World's Parliament of 

R'jiigiona. In the scientific section an ad- 
dress upon the native religions of Spain and 
Australasia was made by Bene Momula 
Maseqnoi; on Siberia and Africa by Rev. J. 
T. Paton, of New Hebrides. After these 
Prof. Jean Revelle, of Paris, and Rev. Mr. 
Irwin Maxwell spoke on classifications of 
ri3ligion. In the Hall of Washington an- 
other contribution to the voluminous :n- 
formition concerning Bu<hlhiam thsit has al- 
ready been givi n to tlie Parliament was 
afforded. Kev. Zitsuzjn Aahishu, of India, 
gave an interesting narration on the women 
of India. Tho influences of Christianiry 
upon them was related by Miaa Jeauno Serd- 
dji, of Bombay. 

The sessions of tho National Convention 
of tho United Tyoptheta; of America came 
to an ond thia afternoon, and after a ban- 
quet to-night in ihe Nesv Vurk State build- 
ing the dulegates will turn their face homo- 
Wards. Wnatever action has been decided 
on relative to the expected demand from the 
printers for an increase of wagea, no state- 
ment ia forthcoming either from officers or 
dislegatea beyond the information that tho 
question waa informally diacuBHod. 

The harmony that has characteriz'id tho 
sessions of the world's parliament of re- 
ligions since the opening day, was yesterday 
for the first time disturbed. Scores of times 
thousands of professing Cbristiacs have lis- 
tened without demur and,a8 a matter of hc>, 
with absolute interest to the advocacy of 
Buddhism and other isms, but drew tho 
line at polygamy, and when from tho plat- 
form it was declared that a polygamist 
could also be a Christian, they lifted up 
their voices in indignant protests. Tho 
gentlemin who thus put his foot in it was 
Mohammed Russell Alexander Webb, and 
his topic wua the "Spirit of Islam," He 
got along very well until ho said that tho 
fear that tho faith of Islam would carry 
polygamy with it was absurd. Whilo it 
would bo a great curso to this country and 
its institutions, yot it might be beneficial in 
other placea. 

Hundreds of the audience shouted "No, 
no," but the speaker would not bo stam- 
peded, 

Amid a babel of protests lio went on to 
say that polygamy v/aa a matter of con- 
ditions merely. Once ho was opposed to 
it. Now he knew it could bo beneficial. 
It waa necesBury, however, to understand 
it, and no one waa qualified to judge who 
did not know its theory and practice. Tho 
people of thia country were not (jualified 
to judyo of tho conditions existing in an- 
other. A man could be o good ond pure 
mon and practise pnlyg.imy, if it was in 
the proper spirit. If tho audience knew 
as much of the subject as he did, they would 



know that a polygamist could bo a Christian, 
provided he did not monifest a spirit of 
BonsuousDess. 

This time the protest was so vehement that 
tho speaker concluded he hr,d said onoueh, 
and with a final defiance to the effect tiial 
they were condemning something that they 

knew nothing about, he switched oil to talk 
on Mohummedaniem.

Becalmed Sealers, at Last Fort 
—Tlie Daiigrers of ai Sailor's 
Life. 



Seizure of the British Bark "Arctic" 
—Still Another Lumber 
Cburter. 

After spending threo days becalmed in 
the Straits, tho scaling schooners Umbrina, 
with 2,452 skins, and Teresa, with 836, ar- 
rived in port yesterday, and anchored in 
J.imes Bay. The Umbrina obtained C20 of 
her catch on the Russian side, almost with- 
in sight of tho land oil Copper Island. She 
did not, however, onoroaoii on unlawful ter- 
ritory. Her cruise was saddeued by the loss 
nf two of her men, who were well kuown 
in thia city. On tho night of February 8 
Dan McDougall, one of tho hunters, under- 
took to furl a Hying Jib, and in the act lost 
his footing and was drowned. Geo. Jackson, 
who took his place, met a similar fate on 
May 28, but in a different manner. Ho was 
struck on deck by a heavy sea, which 
washed him overboard. Three boats were 
immodiatflly lowered to tho rescue, but in 
spite of all haste tho man perished in sight 
of the crow. Id tho rush to save, one of tho 
three bouts lowered was also lost. The 
Umbrina reports the British schooner Arctic, 
belonging to Capt. Snow, of Vokohama, as 
having had her papers oonfiecated by a Rus- 
sian cruiser for unlawfully Foaling within 
the prohibited zone around Copper Island. 
She also reports having apokeu tho Sadie 
Turpol on August 20.

News Unfavorable to Peixoto-RIo 
Grande to be Attacked by 
Sea aad Laud. 



Some Lively ' PiiyhtlDg;; ' Riepoi'ted—

' ~'MoiiTEViDE0,"~S6pt.' 'Si;— The policy of 
Admiral Mollo aocrn to bo to etarvo Rio into 
Bubmission before agaiu opoiiing lire oii the 
city. All vessela with aupplica aro proveiit- 
ed from, eateriog the oity^ For the present 
hoBtiUties are aaspended. By the capture 
of Niothoroy Admiral Mollo obtttined a large 
supply of coal, proviaiona and ammunition. 
The [government forces lost GO killed and 
120 wounded iu the Qglit. Tho rebel fleet 
now oonaiata of six warahipa, tlicee torpado 
boats, many tugs, transports and .launches, 
all well provisioned. The 'Brltith legation 
intends to file a olaim againtt the Brazilian 
gorernment for oattiDg off cable commnni 
cation. Mail advices reseived here state 
that President Peixoto knew ten days ago 
that his defeat was inevitable. He defied 
the revdltttioaistas only beoause the ministry 
' advised htm to do so. In Montev.ideo it is 
firmly believed the auocess of Admiral 
Mello means the restoration of the nion- 
arohy. 

From the south news has been received 
which is unfavorable to Peixoto, It ia re- 
ported that tho Stato of Sau Paolo has de- 
clared in favor of tho rebels, All indica- 
tions point to their succeas. It has been 
learned that the rebel warship Rtpublica 
and four gunboats have put to sea. Their 
deatinutiun ia Rio Graudo do Sul. On 
board thu Ropublicii uro several oKiefa of 
Mello'd parly. Tho vessel will go lirat to 
Santog, attervvards to llio Grande, whero 
tho navy will co-operate with the laud 
fopoea under (ieneral Saraiva. The parrisoa 
iu the fort at Rio Grande is all prepared to 
resist an attack which ia cxpeoted from tho 
Republica. 

By forced marches tho Und forooa of the 
rovolters in S iuta Ana have advanced to- 
ivarda Rio Graudo city. It ia proposed to 
attack by aea and land simultaneously, by 
tho bombardment of the city by tho Re- 
publica and other reb";! ships. In Porto 
Alcgro many known sympathizers f»f tho 
revolutionary cause are under arreat, Tlia 
prisons are full of auaptata, while forty ad- 
herents of Admiral Mello are on board the 
steamer Ecuador hurrying to join his forces. 
Tho federal forces in Rio Grande have be- 
gun to attick Eugenic, which ia defended 
by 600 CMtilhista troops. 

London, Sept. 21. — Dispatohea from Rio 
de Janeiro state that tho situation there ia 
unchanged. No notice has bean taken of 
the threat of Admiral Mello, commander of 
the rebel squadron. Tho general opinion is 
that negotiations, if Admiral Mello should 
enter into them, would be fruitless, aa it ia 
believed he is determined upon the uncon- 
ditional surrender of the capital, Ezoite- 
ment continues to-day, and it is expeated 
that the bombardment Will soon cooimence. 
The rebel vessels are in a position to pour a 
{ f erooions fire >apoh the . city. The wealthier 
residents have already fled the place. 

New Yoi», Sept. 21.— Tha steamer 
Whitby arrived heie yesterday from Rio 
I'de Janeiro. She left Rio just before the 
oatbreak of the revolution. " When I lof c 
: Bio, on August 22," said Capt. Ocmiston, 
*'there waa no Sgbtiog. TheBrasilian fleet, 
; the American gunboat Yorktovnand aBrit- 
; Jsh gunboat, were in the harbor. There waa 
:r»;eqod deal of grumbling in Rio People 
' iBud tbae 'times were hard enouKb under the 
Emperor, but in these clays they knew not 
what they had. The Brazilian navy wants 
to see Brnzilan empire. It waa down in the 
Argentine country that things were lively. 
Wo were in tho La Plata river a part of 
July. There were many akirmishes between 
the rebels und provisional government's 
forces. Tho general government troops 
stood back waiting fjr the other parties to 
got worn out, and then they expected to 
sweep down and end the whole buainesa. 
We saw an engagement batweeu rebels and 
provisional government forces on July 3. 
It took pIucQ on the outskirts of Buenoa 
Ayrea. There were about 1000 ou each 
side. Tho battle laated half a day. The 
rebels drove the government forces before 
them aa far as La Plata, and about 150 men 
were killed. Tho troops of the central gov- 
ernment were then holdirg Ivueuos Ayrcs. 
There was some lively fighting at Rnaario. 
I heard loO were killed there. The United 
States corvette Vantic wua there when tho 
light began and buUota whizzed through the 
rigginp;. I heard the comniaader cf thn 
corvette sent a company of marines ashore 
to. protect the property of American oiti- 
-zens." 



ARMY MANtEDVRBS. 

Conclusion of the Austrian Military Exer- 
cises at Guens— Tho Northern 
Army Victorious. 

dlDEjfS, Hungary, Sept. 21. — The army 
manoeuvres that had been in progress here 
and in the country hereabouts, ulosed to-day 
and the palm of victory was awarded to the 
army of tho north. In yesterday's man- 
o^uvrus the uurthuru army asauiiiod the 
olTonsivo on a range of low lying hills be- 
tween Frauorhaid and Goaawurtzdorf. Tho 
battle front extended a. distance of fivo 
miles. Tho southern army wua compelled 
to retreat, its left flank having been turned 
by tho northern army. The defeated force 
retired upon tho line of the Pilandorf 
villages, eight miles north of Gueua. To- 
day tho northern army attempted to dis- 
lodge tho southern army from the porition 
it hud occupied on tho heights of Lorsdorf 
and Cloigruton. Tho effort, however, was 
unauoceaaful. Tho final movement iu the 
battle, which ended at noon, was made by 
the command of Field ^Marshal von Roin- 
iidor. Tho artitratora decided that the 
advantage remained with the northern 
army, up it had oui flunked its enemy. Tho 
men and horses are suffering extreme ex- 
haustion. Numerous acoidonta occurred 
during tho fighting. It is reported that 
two olCcora and several privates were 
killed. An accident hiippoued to the llth 
Hussars that would have been laughable 
had not many of tho men and their horses 
been injured. The regiment received an 
order to advance upon tho enemy. Tho 
bugle sounded the charge and the Hussars 
moved forward at a gallop In splendid 
stylo. Suddenly horses and men were seen 
toppling over. They had come unawares 
upon a wide and deep ditch and went down 
as though their ranks were being swept 
witn grape canister. Many of the regi- 
ment were seriously hurt. Only thirty men 
and horses emerged from the ditch iu a 
condition to resume the charge.

ENGLISH IN THE SYNAGOGUE. 

A Cnxae of Dissension In the I<oe&I Hebrew 
Goneregatlon Has Blsappeaied. 

" I ha^e news which oussht to be eood," 
said Rabbi Fhilo yesterday to a C^nist 
reporter who had called upon him. " You 
can say that for the future the services in 
the Temple Emanu-El will be conducted 
mainly in the English language, Hebrew 
being used very little. Wo are going to 
adopt all mouna to satisfy all tho members 
of the congregation, young and old, and as 
fir aa-I cm see all will be agreeable to tho 
change. Englinh ia the language of tho 
community, und therefore moro attention is 
paid to it than to any other. Unfortunately 
only a small proportion of tho Jowa under- 
stand the Hebrew languiigo well eaougli to 
follow the prayers when auid in that tongue; 
but 1 thinlc it is tho proper thing anyhow 
that we Jews should uphold the native 
langua;;e--l';nglish— in this English com- 
munity." 

The P.abl)i explained that thia change ia a 
return to the former custom in tho Temple, 
and that the recent udoption of Hebrew had 
not proved so popular us expected, und bud 
led to a falling off in tho attendance at 
worship. 

The Rabbi asks to have a correction made 
of a statement appearing In the ar'.iole on 
the Day of Atonement published a couple cf 
days ago. 

"It is not so," ho said, "that tho word 
' musaaph ' means 'midday.' It means 
'udditional ' und nothing else."

VICTORIA'S WATER SUPPLY. 

Tho motion iniide by Aldermau Robortsnn 
to enquire into the source of tho city's 
water supply with the view to liud some 
way to improve ib is, if properly carried 
out, caloulatcd to produce good eifeots. It 
Is time that the citi^cuns should know 
whobhor or not it is possible to increase tho 
supply from ElkLake, to improve its quality 
and to add to its pressure so that it could 
be depended upon in all parts of the city 
and in every amergenoy. 

It would be well to kuow the coat of the 
improvementa which are outlined 
Alderman Robertson's resolution. It will, 
no doubt, take a groat deal of money to con- 
struct a dam that will raise the water of 
Elk Lake high enough to increase tho pres 
Bure to such an extent that all parts of the 
city can have a continuous' and a auf&cient 
supply of water both for doniestio use and 
for the purpose of extinguishing fires. Then 
to clean out Beaver Lake, which 
is absolutely necessary if the city 
to have pure water, will be somewhat cx- 
penaive. The citizens should know what it 
will coat to lay a complete system of filter 
beds. Every one who is compelled to drink 
Elk Like water knowa that these are iodis 
penaable. To use the water of the lake in 
its present condition ia simply tempting 
Piov'idonce. The water tower and hydraulio 
ram which under Mr. Robertson's system 
will be required will cost money. Whether 
if the improvementa at the lake are what 
they ought to be these will be needed is a 
qaeation which tho engineer who makes the 
investigation will bo prepared to answer. 
He will also be able to toll the ratepayers 
whether it ia poaaible to increaae the sup- 
ply of water that runs into Elk Lake. The 
are I from which that lake is fed is (juito 
limited in extenB, beini;, when allowauco ia 
made for the urea of the lake itself, not 
much more than 25,000 acres. Tho rate- 
payers will see that it would be folly to go 
to a very heavy expense to improve Elk 
Lake aa a reaervoir if when all the improvo- 
ments are made, the quantity that can 
be obtained from it is not materially in- 
creased and also improved in quality. The 
population will, no doubt, increase, and ita 
water supply must increase in a still greater 
ratio. Victoria consumes a f;reat deal more 
water now per head than was calculated upon 
when tho present water works were pro- 
j otod, and it will, aa tinio advances, rci|uiro 
a larger and larger supply. It will never 
do, after tlio city liaa spent a (piarter million 
or so in improving ita source of water sup- 
ply, to find that it has not enough for its 
needs. Alderman Robertson proposes, no 
doubt, to provide not only for the present but 
also for the prospective water con- 
sumption of the city. Ho does well 
to propose a thorough renovation of 
the works. There has been patching 
enough. Piocemoal improvementa and torn 
porary expedients are generally wasteful 
and o.\-travagant. Tho thorough improve 
ment which hia sclienio contemplates will, 
in tho end, bo found tho moat economical. 
But it must accomplish ita purpose. It 
must give tho city plenty of good water for 
bU naea for many years to oomo. If it docs 
not do this the money spent upon it will be 
in great part thrown away. Tho ratepayers, 
as well as tho City Councillors, will have, 
in tho firal place, to satisfy themselves if 
tho city can be supplied with enough water 
of the best quality for all purposes from Elk 
Lake, and then the^ , mnst be oonrinoed 
whether the improvementa proposed are 
Buffioient and of the right sort. The matter 
is one of very great inportanoe and is 
worthy of their most serious consideration.

Tho Times is uilliotod with a prejudice 
with respect to all that relates to tho 
Provincial Government that may bo said 
to be invincible. This prejudice confuses 
its judgment^ and makes it blind to facts 
which are clearly discerned by all -fair- 
minded people. Our contemporary ia aoep- 
tlottl with regard to tho reporta of the 
meetings held in Cariboo during tho Pre- 
mier's visit to that district, it ull'ecta to 
rfloubt the correctness of those reports, and 



THE COUNOIL'S OPINION OF 

COUNCILLORS. 

The report of the committee of the City 
Council on the late Sanitary Engineer's re 
quest for an investigation ia rather a 

singular production. It certainly does not 
appear either manly or fair for City Coun 
cillors to make very serious rcflaotions 
upon a city ofEcial'a integrity and hia pro 
feeaionul character, and then refuse him the 
opportunity he oaks to prove whether those 
asperaioDs were well grounded or not. 

If what some of the aldermen said publicly 
about Mr. Mohuu is true, it is their duty 
in the public interest to investigate his con 
duct and to prove that ho did not under 
stand his business, and that his relations 
with the contractor were what they ought 
not to have been. The last sentence of tho 
report, however, ahows why the committee 
considered an investigation in the interest 
of Mr. Mohun unnecessary. This is how it 
runs : " We do not think that anything that 
may have been said by Alderman Baker or 
any other alderman at Counoil meetings 
waa intended to reflect on the character 
of Mr. Mohun as an engineer, and 
could not seriously alleot his standing 
unless borno out by tho results of hia work, 
which, 80 f&r as wo can ascertain, has not 
been the case." This ia a roundabout and 
not very clear way of adying that an alder- 
man's tongue ia no elander— that whatever 
an alderman may say about a city oflicial or 
anyone else, in Counoil, is not entitled to 
any weight, and cannot possibly hurt hia 
reputation. Wo are not at all surprised at 
tho comment on the report made by the 
Mayor: " Thia report does not place much 
importance upon what waa said at the 
Counoil meeting." 

If wo could be surprised at anything that 
the Counoil does, wo would bo surprised to 
Bee the aldermen eiidor.-iiig the coirimitteo's 
estimate of thtmsolvee and their uccusations 
They have by their vote declared aa 
solemnly as they can declare anything, that 
they make charges without intending to re- 
flect on tho character and ability of tho man 
they denounce, and that what they say can- 
not, unless confirmed by reliable evidence, 
affect anyone's standing. The committee 
were, no doubt, right; they have formed what 
they believe to be a true estimate of the 
morol and the intellectual worth of the men 
who denounced ho pertinaciously and 80 bit- 
terly the late Sanitary Engineer.

Th<) owner of 
the Belle has offered a reward of §250 to 
stimuUto tho search for the missing pro- 
perty and tho conviction of the thieves.

Threats Against the Slayor, Who la 
Now Furcrd to Hide 
Himself. 



Ro.vxoKE, Oa., Sept. 21. — Robert Smith, 
tho negro who assaulted Mrs. Henry liishop 
yesterday, and in the riot over whom a 
number of citizens were shot, was hanged 
by a mob shortly boforo 5 o'clock thia 
niorning. While J. Allen W^tts, Judge 
Woods and others were addrevoing the 
crowd luBt nit;ht, Sergeant Urillin, with 
t '.vo (/IlicLM H, took the neyro troin i.hc j'lil and 
ii|)iiiu-d him om of town. I'hiy Ciirricd liini 
iicroaa thu river into tho wooda, hut touarda 
d 1) hruak ilii y were nutili d that croivda of 
men were Hcuuiing the adj .ci-nl country. 
Tlii'y, llieriforo, thought ii bi-.at lo bring 
Llieii' prisoner back lo toivn and place him 
in j >il. They were prooci cliug ihero when 
a Bcjuad of men, about 'JOD iu number, rnuh 
od upon tlieni and aei/.i'd t,he prisoner. With 
-liouta and yells the determined men look 
ilie negro to tho near<8t tree, 
Mild he waa hanged to a h'ckory -Ireo, his 
body being riddled with bullets an<l liorri 
biy mangled. It was all over by f) o'clock, 
and the small body of men who had done 
ihewoikhail dispersed. With tlio break 
of diiy crijwilH of [leople began to throng tlie 
aricuiH leiuliiig to ihu scene of iho latest 
tragedy. Dangling at the end ol a tniall 
ropo waa the dead body of tho negro. 
Uia face was bloody, distorted and stvolien. 
A charge of shot hdd been fired into bis 
buck, literally tearing his coat to pieces. 
L'he rope was tied in a regulation hangman's 
knot, and tho negro's feet were well above 
the ground. Coroner Gray and a jury re- 
paired early to the aoeoe and after viewing 
the body of the dead man, rendered a ver- 
dtot that the negro came to hia death at the 
hands of pereona unknown. 

Fours for the safety of Mayor Trout and 
the determined men with him were freely 
expreaaod by their friends, as the indigna- 
tion of tho mob seemed oupecially directed 
towards him and the soldiers. Whilu the 
crowd was making prcpiirationsfor tho second 
aaaault thu militia were disbanded and went 
to their liomes. Mayor Trout, who had bi-en 
woundtd in tho foot by u pistol hall, was

Finding of tUe Conrt— Anotber Matter 
to Come Up Tliis 
Morning' 



A Bpeoial meeting of the I'reabytory of 
Victoria was held yesterday afternoon at 
the First Presbyterian oburoh, there being 
present Bev. D. A. Macrae, of Nanaimo, 
moderator; Rev. 1). MaoRae, Rev. A. B. 
Wincheator, and Rov. Dr. CanipbuU, of 
Victoria, and Messrs. A. Shaw and J. T. 
Bothuno, elders. Bosidea the members of 
the Presbytery, there wore a very largo 
number of spectators present, and a keen 
interest was taken in the proceedings. 

After the Presbytery had been duly 
opened, Rov. D. MaoRae,- the clerk, read 
the circular by which the meeting had been 
called, in which it wua set forth that Rov. 
P. iMcF. Maoleod had preucliod at the old 
Methodist church, corner Paudora and 
Broad atreets, on Sunday, Sept. 10, to a 
congregation that hud boon advertised as 
the "Central Presbyterian church," but 
which had, in fact, no oxiatenco to the 
knowledge of the Presbytery, and that Mr. 
Macleod by so preaching had violated the 
laws of the Presbyterian church. In other 
documents presented it was shown tliat, on 
Saturday last, when it was made known by 
an advertisement in the Colonist that Rev. 
Mr. Macleod was to preach as 
stated, a document wua drawn up, 
signed by Rev. Dr. Campbell, Rov. A. B. 
Winchester and Rov. 1). MacRao, setting 
forth that to carry out this intention would 
be to violate the rules of the church, and 
further stating that if the course were per- 
sisted in the signers would petition the 
Moderator to call a special meeting of the 
Presbytery to deul with the matter. This 
dooiiment was handed to Rov. Mr. Macleod 
last Saturday by Rev. 1), MaoRae, and on 
Monday Mr. Macleod sent a lengthy reply, 
in wbiob he defended hia position and ub- 
jocted to the unauthorized interference of 
three clergymen whose action he cbaraoter- 
. ized as tyranny. 

These documents having been read, the 
Moderator formally oiled Mr. Maoleod to 
appear at the bar and'answer to the charges 
made'agah>st'him'in tbeleourt. . C-i 

At the outset Mr.. Maoleod called the at- 
tention of the Moderator to tho fact that 
there was only one 'ministerial member of 
the court who was not personally involved 
in the charges aa they bad been made. 
Under these circumatances he did not think 
it would be to tho credit of tho Presbytery 
to consider the case now, and wishing to 
mako an amicablo suggestion he proposed 
that the matter should be laid over until the 
meeting of tho Presbytery in October, Stat- 
ing at the same time that in view of the 
f;ots he could protest or appeal to tho 
Synod uOm what ha considered unjust 
treatment. 

Tho Moderator did not think it was in hia 
power to stop tho proceedings. 

Rev. Mr. Maoleod said ho had made his 
suggestion in the interest of a peaceable 
and just settlement, al'thougb ho was well 
aware thait he could appeal to a superior 
court at any stage of the proceedings. 

Bev. D. MacRie thought thta was an ex- 
traordinary position for Mr. Maoleod to 
take. Tbe Presbytery had as yet taken no 
action and it would be time enough to ap- 
peal to a superior court when there was 
something to appeal against. This state- 
ment of Mr. Macleod'a was a grave and 
serious reflection upon the integrity and 
good faith of a properly constituted Presby- 
tery and unless Mr. Macleod could show 
that the Presbytery was not properly con- 
stituted there was no reason why the busi- 
ness should not ba gone on with. If Mr. 
Maoleod could show that the Presbytery 
was in any way incapacitated from oxer 
cising oil its rights or privileges ho out>ht 
to do 80 and not allege that the members 
would bo influenced by any personal con 
aideration, which was simply a gratuitous 
reflection. Tho Presbytery was aaaemblod 
to curry out tho government of tho church 
and ill doing so it was certainly not to be 
laid open to such a grave and serious charge 
as Mr. Macleod had aeon tit to make. 

Rev. Mr, Macleod claimed that Rev. Mr. 
MacRiO had put sentiments into hia mouth 
which he had never uttered. \N'hat he 
wanted to mako clour was his knowl- 
edge that church law gave him the right at 
any stage of the proceeding? against him to 
appeal to a higher court. In the present 
caBS threo of hia ministerial brethren who 
wore tho accusers were niemhors of the 
courf, and if the matter were laid over until 
the regular meeting of the Pre^bytery early 
in October it wou'd enable more outside 
members to he present. 

Rev. Dr. Robertson pointed out that the 
Presbytery in October would have no more 
members, aa Revs. Young, Addison and 
Frseer were retiring before the next meet 
ing. • ^

Mr. A. Shaw inquired if Mr. Mnolcod was 
under tho control of tho Presbj tory of Vic- 
toria. 

The Moderator replied yea, while ho was 
within the bounds of the jurisdiction of the 
Presbytery. 

After some general diacuaaion it was de- 
cided to go on with the charges bs contained 
in the circular calling the meeting. 

Rev. A. B. Winchester having taken the 
chair for the time being, Bev. D. A. Macrae, 
the moderator, opened tho discuasion by 
declaring that tho whole afTair which had 
resulted in the breach of tho church law 
had been, from the beginning up to the pre- 
sent moment, a great troublo and annoy- 
ance, not only to himself but also to the 
rest of the brethren, entailing ns it did a 
loss of considerable energy, much precious 
time and not a little money, so that all 
must admit that they sincerely wished 
Huch things had never boon brought to pass. 
But now that tho trouble was before them 
I hey must deal with it to tho beat of their 
ability, Mr. Macleod was nosv charged 
with violating tlui laws of tho church in 
having hidd n gulur services in a church in 
this city in the name of the Presbyterian 
church without having uny authority to do 
so. Ho read neolion (3 of tho rulta of tho 
Oeneriil Ahsonibiy, showing how congrega- 
tions were to be lormed, stating tliut these 
rules had not been complied witli, yet ser- 
vices liad been held by Mr. Macleod with- 
out tlio consent of tho I'resbytery, which 
alone had power to call ii ohurcli organiza- 
tion into existence. lie claimed lliat no 
loyal member of tho I'reabyterian cluirch 
would proceed in this way, and recalled tho 
fact that Mr. Macleod hud upologi/.cd at the 
meeting of tho Preahytety in Nanaimo for 
holding sorvicea in tho theatre, thus con- 
ceding the law. 

Rev. Dr. Campbell aasured tho Preaby- 
tery that it had given him great pain to | 



havo to aign tho romonstranoo which ho and 
two breth ":u liad sent to Mr. Maoleod, ask- 
ing him to deaist from violating church law, 
as ho would bo doing by conducting tho sor- 
vico on Sunday as udvertiaed, but he hud, i 
neverthelosa, been compelled to do so by tho ' 
vows ho hud taken ut ordination that ho 
would see that the lawa of tlio church wero 
carried out. If any Presbyterian miniater 
found that tnother was violating the lawa 
of tho church it was due to the community, 
to the Presbytery, and to tho church as a 
whole that he should take whatever stops 
were necessary to put a stop to it. It was a 
well known fact that he had taken no part 
in what was referred to as the trouble in 
St, Andrew's church, for ho had wished 
above all things to havo it distinctly under- 
stood that he had no reason for anything but 
tho most friendly feeling toward 
Mr. Maoleod. If he wero living 
outside of Victoria ho would have felt at 
liberty to deal with the matter mnoh easier, 
but being aleo a resident and coming so 
frequently into contact with Mr. Maoleod 
it was a very painful thing to havo to tako 
up, yet having onco taken hia stand by tho 
laws of tho church, he for one would see 
that those laws wore carried out, or cleo he 
would tender hia resignation and leave tho 
church altogether. Reviewing the defence 
as laid down in Mr. Maolood'a lettro, he 
claimed that no undue haato had been 
shown in sending the remonstranoo and the 
wholo action in tho matter had been the 
only one possible. The Presbytery must 
not bo placed at defiance and no matter how 
weak it waa, it nmst aoe that the church 
laws were carried out. 

Rev. D. MaoRae joined Dr. Campbell in 
the statement that the signing of the re- 
monstrance was One of the . most painful 
things ho had ever had to do. He would 
fay most positively that, so far as he was 
concerned, he had removed every vestige of 
personal feeling in the matter, and was free 
now, as at all times, from tho slightest an- 
togoniam towards Mr. Mac'eid. The element 
of diilijulty caused by tho promiuent posi- 
tion Mr. Macleod had oooupied in tbe 
church increased the responsibility; yet, 
though the Presbytery was weak in num- 
bers, in age and in experience, under no cir- 
cumstances buuuld it fail to do its duty in 
preserving tho church law from violation. 
There wero many considorationa involved 
in this case. St. Andrew's church had 
passed through a terrible crisis, which had 
menaced its very existence, and while tho 
matter of creating a now church was snh 
ju(lic(\ hero a congregation was formed and 
organized, with everything except the 
fundamental necessity — the conaent of the 
Presbytery — and tho church law thus vio- 
lated muat be vindicated. 

Rev. A. B. Wincheator thought if there 
waa any man in tho world who ought to ho 
free from the groundlesa, baseleaa, unjiiat 
accusation of being biaosed against Mr. 
Maoleod he was tho one, for hia course of 
conduct had been such aa would show any 
one that he had always in the past favored 
Mr. Macleoil and had endeavored to got for 
him from the St. Andrew's church, not only 
justice, but what waa more — liberality. 
He reviewed tho facta in connection with 
Mr. Macleod'a ofl'mco and emphatically de- 
clared that the lawa of the church must bo 
held aupreme and obeyed. 

Rev. Dr. Robertson held that tho Presby- 
tery, which was the custodian of the rights, 
privileges and interests of the church, waa 
bound to see the ohnroh lav carried out. If 
it were true as stated that Mr. Macleod had 
a right to preach for what was called the 
Central Presbyterian church, then the work 
of the Presbytery waa auperilaottS. Such 
an organization us had. been attempted waa 
against the laws of the church ; and the 
Presbytery, in the interests of the peace, 
order and welfare of tho church, must take 
cognizanco of it. 

Rov. Mr. Macleod, in his reply, disclaim- 
ed any intontinn of imputing projudico to 
the members of tho Presbytery. It ho had 
said anything of the kind ho muat bo for- 
given, but it was, nevertheless, an unfortu- 
nate fact that three of hia brethren who 
were hia accuiera should sit in judgment 
upon hia action. Hia apology made in Na- 
naimo wuH, ho claimed, only for having 
hold jcrvicos in the theatre while ho wia 
pastor of St. Andrew's church here; but he 
did not understand it to cover his holding 
any service after ho was relieved of the 
charL'o, for then, as ho understood church 
law, ho was cnmpetenfc to hold any service 
he wished. Ho urged that it waa impoaai- 
blo to deal with his caae by itself, aa it was 
necessary to go into ttie organizition of tho 
new church. Tho rules of the Presbyterian 
church had been carried out so far as tho or- 
ganizition waa concerned and, pending the 
decision of tho Presbytery, it was, in his 
opinion, quite competent for tho 
congregation to go ohead and 
hold meetings for worahip. Tho 
case waa under advisement, and this 
being so ho did not know of any law of any 
country under British rule or tho law of 
nationa which would prevent auch worship 
being hold. Suppose the Presbytery had 
rifuecd to allow tho congregation to be 
formed and un appeal was then taken to the 
higher court, why could not the congrega- 
tion ^o on and hold worship tintil the final 
deciaton was given ! Suppose the Presby- 
tery said the congregation had no lights 
could they not then go to tho Synod and the 
General Aaaembly ? No man under liritisli 
rule could bo declareil guilty until ho was 
tried. When iie waa accuaed of preaching 
to these pe.Tplo, how could they nepurato 
the charge against him from that ugainst 
tho potitionora '.' Tlie cliargo had been 
made agairigt him, and he hud hoard on tho 
Street that he \VA3 to kicked out of tho 
ministry of the ohnrch< 

The Modorator-'lt ii bot right, Mr. 
Macleod, to bring sUch goaaip into the Pres- 
bytery. Let ua have fucta. 

Rev. Mr. Macleod continuing, claimed 
that aa a resident ndniator without a charge 
ho muat havo sumo rights, though ho hoped 
hia brethren would never have to go through 
the experienco he had in order to ascertain 
what tlioao rights were. \Vhat ho had done 
was in obedience to tho bidding of God, in 
whose good providence ho hoped for reaults 
from hia ministry, for since ho had been 
thrust out of St. Andrew's church ho had 
no congregation. 

The Modeaator — You were not thrust out 
of St. Andrew'e? 

Rov. Mr. Maoleod — Well then I will aay 
I resigned for good reaaona. (Laughter.) 
Ho could say that he was now as loyal to 
tho church as he had ever been in the 21 
years he had worked, and this was tbeiflrst 
time he had ever had to defend himself 
agai nst a oharcje of lawlessness. In aoting 
US he did he based his conduot on hia beat 
judgment, which no man had to give up 
when he entered the church. If ^heso people, 
whose kindnees he would never forget, 
wanted him to preach tho goapel to them 
why should ho not do so without being cen- 
sured for carrying on evangelistic work ? 

Rev. 1). A. Macrae earnestly v.dahed to 
remove the impresaion which aeeme<l to 
liavo been created in tho public mind that 
Mr. Macleod was being persecuted, and 
wished Mr. Macleod to alato whether or 
not ho himself believed- tho members of the 
Preabytery were prejudiced against him. 

Ucv. Mr. Macleod declared ne had never 
said so. 

Rov. A. 13. Winohoateraaid the word used 
waa biassed.

Rev. D. A. Macrae accepted Mr. Mac- 
lood'a withdrawal, and after inoro remarks 
moved an extended rcaohition, aeooiuled by 
Mr, Biithune, which in ita preamble Bet 
forth the facta of tliu c iso and concluded by 
orjoininf! Rev. Mr. Maclcod from continuing 
the services. 

It being o'clock the motion wns laid on 
the table, imd at l)r CaniplioU'a c ugL'i sfion, 
a committee conniatinc; of H'-'V, I),-. RobBrt- 
aoD, Mr. Alexander Shaw and the Moder- 
ator, was a])pointcil to draw up a resoluiion 
to be presented at the ovruiug session, cover- 
ing the question. 

An adjournment was then taken until H 
o'clock in the evening. 

Upon rcaa.scmbling at S:,')0, at the suggcs- 
tioa of the Mod<'rator, it waa decided ihal 
fltteoii ndnutes shall bo allowed Rov, Mr. 
Maoleod and each of the three petitioners 
to make whatever remarks they had to 
oiler. When this decision was arrived at 
the four persons concerned were having u 
,|)rivatu conference in an adjoining room. 

Pending their return, tho Preabytery pro- 
ceeded to consider the second matter awuit- 
inguotion, this being the granting of the 
necessary authority to the congregation of 
St. Andrew's to moderate upon a call when 
they so desired. 

By request, Rev. A. B. Winchester took 
the chair and Moderator Maorae i taking the 
'floor annouMOed that the committee having 
been unable to come to any definite conclu- 
sion in the reoosB, the matter now stood in 
its original form before the conrt. 

Rev. Mr. Maoleod asked that the peti- 
tioners present be heard, in confirmation of 
the statements he had made. This was 
agreed to. Clerk MaoRae holding, however, 
that the position of these gentlemen waa 
simply that of witnesses to answer uny 
questions asked by the court or Rov. Mr. 
Maclcod. 

Clerk D. MacRao moved, seconded by 
Dr. Campbell, that the delegates from tho 
now congregation be allowed to make state- 
ments as to fact. 

Rev. Dr. Robertson and Rov. Dr. Camp- 
bell spoke in favor of this "license" being 
allowed. 

Dr. Crompton, who was first called upon, 
suggested that he did not look upon the op- 
portunity allowed to him to speak as a privi- 
lege, as ho thought it was a right he had to 
speak on behalf of Mr. Maoleod and the 
petitioners. 

The Moderator stopped Dr. Crompton for 
a moment to again have it distinctly under- 
stood that the petitioners were not before 
the court. 

Clerk MaoRao — Tho fact haa been pointed 
out over and over again that tho petitioners 
are not before us at all at present. 

The Moderator — We cannot spend the 
time of the court in "taking up a matter 
which does not concern us in this case be- 
fore us. 

Dr. Crompton under this rulinc; declined 
-to speak as the scope of his remarks would 
be too limited. 

Mr. Lookbart stated that Rev. Mr. Mao- 
leod bald not received any money for preach- 
ing in the Methodiat chureh, and had only 
preached when requested to do so by the 
new congregation. 

Mr. J. H. Falconer claimed the liberty to 
speak not as a privilege, but as aright ; but 
the Moderator called him to order, telling 
him plainly that he should not in any way 
reflect upon the Presbytery. 

Mr. Falconer then claimed aa a represen- 
tative of the new congregation that the re- 
monstrance before the service had been held 
waa addressed to the congregation, bnt it 
was at once shown that such was not tho 
case. 

Mr. Falconer next stated that Rov. Mr. 
Maoleod had nothing to do with the move- 
ment to start tho new congregation, and 
nothing to do with tho circulars which were 
issued. 

Rev. D, A, Macrae— Who waa tho chair- 
man of tho meeting on September 4, when 
that circular wa's issued — tho circular with 
which you aay Mr. Macleod had nothing to 
do I 

Mr. Falconer, after consultation with Dr. 
Crompton, declined to answer. 

Bev. D. A. Maorae— You denied this 
afternoon that he had any conneotiou 
with it ? 

Mr. Falconer— Nothing to do with the 
printing of it. 

Bev. D. A. Maorae — "What a quibble !" 
He continued that Mr. Falconer had made 
this statement before a committee yester- 
day. 

Mr. Falconer -No, no. 

Bev. D. A. Maorae— But I say yea. 

Mr. Rethune rose to a point of order. 
Mr, Falconer had no status before the 
Presbytery. 

Bev. D. A. Maorae asked Mr. Falconer to 
retract bis denial, and Mr.' Falconer did so 
at the request of the Moderator. 

Rev. Mr. Maoleod stated that he bad 
been choirman of the meeting. 

Bev. D. A. Macrae— Were you not behind 
that motion 

Rov, Mr. Macleod— No, I was not behind 
it. I am never behind anything, I was 
before it — in front of it. 

The reaolutinn waa read and carried 
unanimously. In it the Preabytery declares 
that the action of Rov. Mr. Macleod was 
irregular and calculated to bring the lawa 
of the churoli into disrepute and impair tho 
intoreats of the church in tho city, and Mr. 
Maclcod is enjoined to discontinue all public 
services in connection with tho movement 
of the petitioners until tho Presbytery haa 
Issued the cjsu. 

Rev. Mr. Macleod announced that ho 
would appeal to tho Synod, and a conimitlpo 
consisting of Kcv. 1). A. Macrae, Alexander 
Shaw and Young, waa appointed to proparo 
an answer to thu appeal. 

Tho iiueaiion waa asked, "What cU'eot 
will Mr, Macleod'a appeal have on tho mat- 
ter?" 

Rev. Dr. Robertson replied that tho case 
of tho petitioners would bo on its own 
merita. Gut as to Mr, Macleod, if he ap- 
,pealed, and the Presbytery waa Bustained, 



then tho Presbytery could deal out what 
punishment it saw fit. If Mr. Macleod 
appcalod, and tho new concirogation wore 
fcrniod, other supply would have to be oh- 
tuinod, as no minister under censure could 
perform tho functions of the churoh. 

Rev, Mr. Macleod— You are not dealing 
with my case, but the conaequoncea of it. 

The next matter taken up was tho isau 
anco by Mr. Maoleod of certificates of do- 
iiiisaiou to members of :it. Audrew's churoh 
alter he had sent in hisresi^^iiatioD, and bad 
oeaaed to conduct the public services of the

National ClirlHtInn Prohibition. 

New York, Sept. 21.— A number of sup- 
porters of tho National Christian Pro- 
hibition movement, which was organized in 
Philadelphia last January, are in conference 
here to-day regarding tho methods to bo 
adopted with a view of arousing national 
interest in tho movement. The call for the 
conference declares that theChristiun church 
is not living up to what should be ita attitude 
on the liquor Irufhc, and that it is fail- 
ing to discharge its full duty towards tho 
ovil, and not only this, but through tho 
guilty silence of its pulpit and the unre- 
buked political subservience of its voting 
members to tho evil it is in practical com- 
plicity with it. Since the initial convention 
the clergymen and others responsible for the 
movement have been in correspondence 
with Christian prohibitionists throughout 
the country, ond it is claimed that they 
have received assurances of abundant sup- 
port in inaugurating a national campaign. 

An Embarrasaine Position. 

CiiiCAoo, Sept. 21. — By the recent action 
of tho general conimitteo on Irish Day at 
tho World's Fair, Lord Mayor Shanks, of 
Dublin, will be placed in a most embarrass- 
ing position shonld he participate in the 
festivities. He has already accepted tho 
invitation to be present, and this tho com- 
mittee has accepted, but with the demurrer 
that in view of his recent action at Dublin 
he must not be asked to speak. Local 
friends of tho Lord Mayor express the 
opinion that he will remain away from the 
exercises altogether and simply attend the 
fair as a private visitor. 

Hallway llalc tVnr Kndtd. 
Chicago, Sept. 21.— Tbe California east- 
bound rate, war has been ended. Tbe 
Southern FaBifio'road has surrendered nn- 
conditionally, and this afternoon notified all 
its connection that on October 1, or just as 
soon as tbe interstate commerce law will 
lot it, it will restore rates to the basis on
